he ACARTS sponsored the 2018 Allen County VHF FM Simplex contest on Saturday 

April 7. Participants spread across 8 townships in 3 different counties operated in 
the event. A total of 230 QSO's were logged during the 3-hour long sprint. The base 
station category was very competitive, while the rover category had a single entry. No 
one submitted a log for the portable operation category this year. Even if you chose 
not to submit a log, giving out QSO's to those attempting to rack up big scores is an 
important contribution. The contest score results are reported in the table below. 


Certificate awards were presented by ACARTS President, Dave Lindquist W9LKH, at 
the May General meeting to first place winners in each operating category. The rov- 
er team of Charles Ward KC9MUT and Fred Gengnagel KC9EZP took top honors and 
boosted other scores with contacts from multiple townships.

he May meeting of the Ft. Wayne Radio 

Club was held at the Good Shepherd 
United Methodist Church (GSUMC) on 
11 May, 2018. The meeting was presided 
over by President Charles Ward, KC9MUT, 
there were about 40 folks attending. 


Following the Pledge of Allegiance 
each person introduced themselves via 
their call sign. 


Steve Nardin, W9SAN announced that 
the auction of items from several Ham 
estates, plus some donated items, had 
begun.

Paul Prestia, KA3OPZ. There are about 80 
items listed in the auction which will be 
active until 8pm on 1 June. Some of the 
proceeds of the sale of these items will go 
to the club. 


Al Burke, WB9SSE gave the May fox- 
hunt report. Al and Carole Burke, WB9's 
SSE & RUS served as the fox. They were

Al Burke gave a repeater systems status 
report. Currently the 146.76 and 146.91 
machines have problems. The upper VHF 
antenna at Robison Park has a high VSWR 
and as a result we are operating 146.76 
on the lower VHF antenna. Likewise, the 
146.91 antenna at IPFW has a high VSWR 
and thus the system is operating at low 
power and cannot hear too well. We need 
to examine the feedlines, jumpers, and 
antenna systems at both sites, probably 
with a TDR or FDR to try to determine 
what's wrong. Correction of the problems 
may unfortunately require replacement 
of antennas, jumpers or feedlines, and any 
of these outcomes will necessarily require 
the use of a tower climber, so resolution 
of the problems is likely to be expensive. 
Therefore, buy a lot of stuff from the auc- 
tion (see above). 


Charles noted that next month's meet- 
ing will concentrate on Field Day prepara- 
tions. We will be using the Old Fort down- 
town as our base of operations again and 
will conduct Field Day Saturday, June 21st

fter passing my General exam in the 

early 1960s, | was introduced to traffic 
handling by Al K9DHN (he’s KOAD now). 
Al lived in Munster, which was just a hop, 
skip and jump from where | lived in ex- 
treme southern Hammond. My first ex- 
perience in traffic handling was with QIN, 
the Indiana CW traffic net that at the time 
met on 3656 KHz every night. 


| eventually started checking into 9RN, 
too, which is the Ninth call area Regional 
CW traffic Net. As expected, it consists of 
Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin — but it also 
includes Kentucky. With QIN and 9RN ex- 
perience under my belt, | even checked 
into CAN (the Central Area Net). 


If | wanted to send a message to my 


PROPAGATION PROBLEMS ON QIN 


sister at nursing school in Minneapolis, 
I'd usually check in with QIN, and pass the 
message along to someone who was go- 
ing to check into 9RN. He in turn would 
pass it along to someone who was going 
to check into CAN. On CAN, my message 
would go to the Tenth area Regional Net, 
and then to the Minnesota state traffic 
net. Whew! It sure is easier nowadays with 
e-mail and cell phones, isn’t it? 


After many check-ins to QIN, someone 
must have thought | knew what | was 
doing - thus | became an NCS (net con- 
trol station) for QIN. | enjoyed that, and 
met other hams on QIN - for example, 
Mike WA9BWY in Indy (now WORE), Jim 
WAQ9QAUM in Richmond (now K1TN and a 
former ARRL employee) and others. 


One of the problems with being an 
NCS with QIN was propagation on 80-Me- 
ters in the winter months. The MUF (maxi- 
mum useable frequency) for short paths 
within Indiana was often below 3.5 MHz. 
There just wasn’t enough ionization to 
refract 3.5 MHz signals back to Earth on 
these short high-angle paths. Taking 
check-ins and even passing traffic was a 
real chore. 


Fast forward to nowadays. | again en- 
joy checking into QIN, and this propaga- 


tion problem is still there in the winter 
months. But nowadays we can mitigate 
it by QSYing to 160-Meters (160-Meter 
capability wasn’t as prevalent back in 
my early days as it is now). What usually 
happens is after not hearing anything on 
80-Meters (or hearing very weak signals), 
everyone checks the 160-Meter frequen- 
cy - where signals are nice and strong. 


What's even better about nowadays 
is we can pretty much know a priori that 
80-Meters may not be good on a given 
night. We can do this by taking a look at 
the short distance (high-angle) MUF re- 
ported by the Alpena, MI ionosonde be- 
fore net time. Alpena is several hundred 
miles north of Ft Wayne, but it is close 
enough to get a general idea of what the 
ionosphere is doing in Indiana. 


Take a look at the plot of Alpena data 
for February 2018. The red dotted line 
is 3535 KHz. It’s easy to see what days 
were a problem - when we had to QSY 
to 160-Meters. By the way, | chose 200 
km as that's about the maximum distance 
from Indy to any other part of the state. 
Yes, there are shorter paths that would be 
even more of a problem. But 160-Meters 
works for these paths, too.

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THE FOXHUNT 


he fourth foxhunt of 2018 occurred 

on 6 May, 2018, a slightly overcast but 
otherwise simply gorgeous spring after- 
noon. Two teams arrived at the starting 
point at Cobin Memorial Park in anticipa- 
tion of the hunt beginning at 13:30 hours. 
The first team consisted of Charles Ward, 
KCO9MUT and Fred Gengnagel, KC9EZP. 
The second team included Steve and 
Linda Nardin W9's SAN & LAN and their 
grandson Alex (who celebrated his 20th 
birthday the day before. 


The fox function was provided by Car- 
ole & Al Burke, WB9's RUS & SSE. (Their 
usual partners, Sir Jim & Lady Ann Pliett 
could not attend as they were on a cruise 
experiencing the British Isles. Jim said if 
they had time they were going to stop by 
and check out the new Prince Louie). 


Al & Carole decided to locate the fox 
on the Puffer-Belly jogging trail about 
half-way between DuPont Rd. and Carroll 
Rd. in La Cabreah. So, they set up the high 
power fox in a little clearing just off the 
trail. They planted a five element yagi on 
a mast at about ten feet, pointed south, 
and drove it with a 20 watt mobile rig. 


The microfox was stuffed inside a tree 
branch and placed on the ground next to 
a tree, about 20’ off the trail and adjacent 
to a wooden bridge that crossed a creek 


High power fox transmissions started 
at 13:30, on schedule, with transmissions 
lasting one minute every five minutes. 
The microfox transmitted for one minute 
immediately following the end of each 
high-power fox transmission, and also 
at two and a half minutes following the 
end of each high power fox transmission. 
Although | was told that the initial high- 
power fox transmissions were a little weak 
as heard at Cobin Park, they were strong 
enough for the two foxhunter teams to 
take bearings and head out.
